Stockholm, March 18. N.S. The Union whichhas . 
fo long flourifh’d between the feveral Orders of the 
Kingdom begins to fade, and ‘tis feard the Confe- 
quences will be bad. The Nobility are divided into 
two Factions, alike conceited of their Strength, fo that 
in fome of the Affemblies there have been high Words, 
and they fay that was not all. Nothing but the Union 
and Steddinefs of the Secret Committee can lay this 
Storm ; but ‘tis to be fear'd that the Intrigues of iome 
of the Foreign Minifters will alfo prevail to difunite 
that Body. 

The Baron de Gullienfterna, lately put under an Ar- 
reft here for a mifchievous Corre!pondence with Ruflia, 
is examin’d very ftrictly, and Search is making for 
two of his Accomplices, who are abfeonded. The 
Ruffian Minifter continues his Inquiry with a certain 
Nobleman of this Kingdom, wha has no doubt corre- 
fponded with the Duke of Courland, and he hopes to 
get fome Particulars out of him; but the Count de Gyl- 
lembourg has declar’d to him in the King’s Name, that 
tho’ there wasa free Paflage for Poft Letters, efpecially 
ina Time of Peace, yet his Majeity had more than 
once caufed all the Letters to and from Roffia and Swe- 
den to be intercepted, but had never found any except 
Letrers of Friendthip from feveral Swedifh Gentlemen 
and Relations in the Conguerd Provinces, where all 
Things were very quiet. 

Paris, March 31. N.S. The Court has not yet 
begun the intended Augmentation of the Companies 
with 10 Men each, which was lately refolv’d in Coun- 
cil, and very probably will defer it ; among other Rea- 
fons becaufe they have a mind to fee whether a certain 
Grand Alliance which they know is on foot between 
feveral Courts will take effect. If it fhould take place, 
we may fairly bid Farewel to the forefaid “.ugmenta- 
tion, as well as to certain |’rojeéts that have been con- 
triv’d to be pat in Execution, in cafe the faid Alliance 
can be thwarted with any Succefs. 

From the Auftrian Head-Quarters at Olmutz in Mo- 
ravia, March 18. N.S. On the 15th, the Enemy 
under the-Major-General de Jez, made a frefh Attempt. 
upon Zuckmantel, which could not fail in all Appear- 
ance of fucceeding better than the former on the oth 
inflant, becaufe they came now with 4 or 5000 Men, 
attended by a Train of Artillery, before a Place to 
which only 300 Huflars had chofe to retire, and where 
there were no other ‘Troops. That Morning the Ene- 
my having f{pread a falfe Rumour, that they were fend- 
ing a Detachment towards Neufs, our Huflars went out 
to attack it, but were fcarce arriv’d at Ahrenfdorf 
when they perceiv’d they were caught in a Snare, be- 
caufe on this Side of the Rivulet of Flief, they met 
with 4 or 5000 Pruffians, Horfe and Foot, which be- 
ing too unequal a Match for the Hoflars, they retir’d 
to Zukmantel, pafs'd thro’ the Town without halting, 
and potted themfelves at the Entrance of the Wood of 
Enderidorf on the other Side. The Enemy purfu'd 
them thither, and fir’d feveral Cannon opon them, laden 
with Cartridge-fhot, by which five Huflars with their 
Co'onel were kill’d ; upon which the others, not bein 
able to deal with the Pruffian Artillery, thought it bef 
to retire. On the other hand, the Pruffians turn’d their 
Forces towards Zukmantel, where finding the Gatcs 
open, they put the Inhabitants to the Sword, without 
Diftinétion of Age or Sex, and then, after plundering 
the Houfes fet Fire tothem. ‘They fay that the only 
Reafon why the King of Pruffia treated this Town with 
fuch Severity is, becaufe the Inhabitants arrefted their 
Burgomatter, for holding a Corre{pondence with the 
Pruffian Officers ; tho’ "tis faid they alfo fir’d upon his 
Men out of their Windows. "Tis at leaft certain that 
his Troops had no Orders to fettle there ; for after 
having plunder’d the Place they took the Road of Zie- 
genhals, two Leagues from Neufs, to which Place the

promifes to all Seamen not above Fifty-five, nor 
under Eighteen Years, fit for Service, who enter volunta- 
rily to ferve in the Royal Navy, on or before the Firft of 
May next, either with the Officers of bis Majefty’s Ships, 
or on board Tenders, or with any Fujtice of Peace, or 
Chief Magiftrate, in Great Britain, lreland, Guernfey, 
or Jerfey, the following Bounty; viz. 

To every Able Seaman the Sum of Five Pounds, and to 
every Ordinary Seaman Three Pounds, to be paid them in 
Manner following 5 viz. 

As foon as their Ships get to the Nore, if, they fit out in 
the Rivers of Thames and Medway. 

As foun as they get to Spithead, if they fit out at Portf- 


mouth. 

~ they fail from Hamoxe, if they fit out at Ph- 
mouth, 

And when they arrive at the Nore, or Spithead, or in 
Phymouth Sound, if the Ships fit out at any other Ports. 

The Officers or Magiftrates with whom fuch Seamen 
enter, are required to give them (without Fee) Certifi- 
cates under their Hands and Seals, of the Times of their 
Entries, limiting therein fach a Number of Days ( not ex- 
ceeding Ten) as-may be neceffary for their repairing on 
Board, and inferting the Perfons Names, their Deferip- 
tions, and Ages, and the Time allowed them. 

Seamen who repair on board within the Time limited by 
their Certificates, foal: commence Pay from the Time of 
their firft Entry, and have Condu&-money.
